Nicaragua’s Little Army Prepared 
| to Resist Invasion. 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, April 29.—The 
commander of Nicaraguan troops on the 
mainland of Nicaragua reported at 9 o’cleck 
this morning that the British flag was still 
floating over the public buildings of Corinto 
and that the port remained in possession of 
the British warships. Among, the Nicar- 
aguan trodps and populace the greatest 
excitement prevails, and the feeling against 
Great Britain is increasing in bitterness 


every hour. The Nicaraguan troops are still 
massed along the Paso Caballo, and it is 
belived they may open fire on the British 
should the latter make any attempt to 
cross from Corinto to the mainland. Steps 
have been taken to destroy means of com- 
munication with the interior should such 
action be found necessary. 

The British Consulate in this city remains 
under guard in view of the rioting and 
stone throwing which have already occurred 
and in anticipation of further trouble. Some 
of the European Consuls here are using 
their good offices with the Government of 
Nica in an attempt to persuade the 
latter to submit to Great Britain, pleading 
in support of their arguments the fact that 
the United States has determined to remain 
neutral and that Nicaragua is helpless when 
opposed to such a power es Great Britain. 

Although the Nicaraguan forces opposite 
Corinto are in communication with the 
capital, actual telegraphic communication 
with Corinto remains interrupted, and it is 
thought likely there will be no attempt to 
repair the 14 lines so long as the 
British remain in the possession of the port. 
In spite of reports to the contrary, the 
people of Nicaragua generally sustain the 
Government in the stand which it has taken 
against Great Britain, and although in all

The British Governor in 
command at Corinto has charge of the Cus- 
oo but as the Nicaraguan Govern- 
ment has declared the rt closed it is 
difficult to see how he will be able to collect 
custom dues there. 

Nicaragua has no navy, and an army 
which would hardly be entitled to the name 
anywhere outside of Central America. The 
British ships now lying at Corinto are the 
R Arthur, Satellite and d Swan. 
The: flagship Royal Arthur is the largest 
ship on the station, being of 7,700 tons dis- 

lacement, or midway tween the New 
Vork and the Columbia, and she carries in 
her main battery thirteen guns. She has a 


crew of 300 men. 

The Wild Sw is a little wooden sloop 
of 1,130 tons. She carries about 150 men, 
has two 6-inch and six 65-inch guns, two 3- 
pounder rapid fire, two machine guns and 
one light sanding gun. 

The Satellite is a third-rate cruiser. Her 
battery Includes two 6-inch, six 6-inch, four 
machine and two light landing guns. She 
carries a crew of men.

My time is too much taken up with the single men 
of my acquaintance to waste thought or words upon 
married ones. As to your particular husband, I 
have but one thing to say and that is to return his 
compliment and say he is the last man of my ac- 
quaintance I would honor with my favor.

Strenuous efforts have since been made to 
prove that the “My Own Boy”’ epistle was 
not addressed to Charlie Gerhart. Mrs. Po- 
cock has asserted that young George Ger- 
hart and not Charlie was the gentleman 
with whom she appeared so frequently in 
public. George is a short, rotund, dark 
haired chap, who is not in the business of 
buying $50 Eton jackets with $10 bonnets 
to match and resembles his tall blonde 
brother as much as an élephant does a 


giraffe.

Then the addressed envelope is a clincher 
that will not down in spite of protestations 
from Mrs. Pocock and her friends.

SKULL CRUSHED 
BY ROBBERS. 


Christy Masterson ‘Murdered by 
Thieves at Sixth and Elm. 


DELIBERATELY PLANNED DEED 


Night Receipts of the Saloon of Which 
He Was Bartender Stolen by the 
Unknown Murderers. 


A brutal murder, with robbery as the 
motive, was committed in J. C. Dougherty’s 
saloon at Sixth and Elm street early Mon- 
day morning. Christy Masterson, bar- 
keeper on the night watch, was assaulted 
by persons as yet unknown and his skull 
crushed with an iron bar. 

Masterson was left for dead on the floor. 
His pockets were rifled and the key to the 
money drawer secured. In their haste to 
rob the till the murderers did not use the 


key, as it evidently failed to work quickly. 
They seized the ice pick and broke the lock. 
There was over $50 in the drawer. This was 
stolen. Two dimes was all the money left 
in the till. 

The murder and robbery was committed 
by persons familiar with the habits of the 
murdered bartender. The deed was done. 
between 6 and 6 o’clock, at a time when 
the streets were almost deserted, and no 
one was in the saloon except Masterson, - 
The iron bar with which the man was mur- 
dered was brought to the saloon by the 
murderers, a fact which shows almost con- 
clusively that they were bent on killing the 
barkeeper. ' 

Sixth and Elm streets is in the very heart 
of the tenderloin district, and no more 
favorable hour could have been selected. 
It was after the all-night rounders 
turned in, and too early for the morning 
trade to come in. Masterson was seen 
standing in the side door of the saloon on 
Sixth street at 5:20 a. m. by John Fry, an 
ice dealer on Victor street, who has known 
him for nearly thirty years. He was in his 
shirt sleeves and had his apron on. A 
short time before that Victor Roseburg, 
barkeeper in Davis’ saloon, across Elm 
street, saw Masterson in the front door. 

Ten minutes after Fry passed Officer John 
O’Donnell, who is on that beat, found the 
victim in a pool of blood near the door. 
Lying across the pool table was the iron 
bar with which his skull was crushed. Near

mallet were both bloody and the bar was 
bent almost two-thirds from the end from 
the force of the blow. The furniture was 
thrown about and there was every evidence 
of a fierce struggle. Officer O’Donnell’s 
attention was drawn to the saloon by the 
side door being closed, an unusual thing. 
He opened it and peered in. The body lay 
within four feet of the door covered with 
blood. The victim was still breathing. 

Officer O’Donnell called Rosenburg and 
they made an investigation. The left 
trousers pocket was turned inside out and 
the buttons on his vest were pulled off. The 
key to the money drawer and all the mone 
he had were taken from his kets. 
glance at the money drawer told the story. 
It had been _broken and the key 
thrown on the sideboard. Fully $0 was 
missing, but the victim’s watch and chain 
were left on him. ‘ 
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face, even after he had been reduced to un- 
consciousness. Both eyes were torn from 
their sockets, and upon the top of the head 
were three terrible wounds, which had 
crushed in the skull and from which the 
brains were oozing. 

The blood from his wounds had streamed 
down over his white shirt and apron, until 
they were both completely saturated with 
the crimson fluid.

SLEUTH ALLENDER’S THEORY 


Search Being Made for u Person Abe 
Cohen May Have Carried a Note To. 


At 2 o’clock Monday afternoon the inquiry 
into the cause of the death of little Abe 
Cahen, found on a vacant lot at Second and 
Brooklyn streets last Tuesday, was resumed 
by Deputy Coroner Hetb and a jury. The 
principal witness examined was Mrs. Rach- 
el Cohen, mother of the dead. boy. 

The theory that the boy came to his death 
naturally is being followed by Detective 
Allender, who has been at work on the case 
since last Thursday. His theory now is that 
little Abe was given a note to deliver to 
some one near where the body was found, 


and the supposititious person gave him a 
dime for his trouble, and put him on a Ninth 
street car going north. After the boy had 
delivered the note he lost his way and wan- 
dered to the vacant lot, where he was 
found and died there of pneumonia, or 
some other lung disease that had been éat- 
ing away his vitality without anyone ever 
having suspected that he was a prey to hid- 
den disease. 

Detective Allender has, accordingly, put 
in some time trying to find out who it was 
that employed Abe as a messenger boy, or 
at all events to get some clew as to how the 
little fellow reached the place where his 
body was found. He has not yet succeeded 
in securing any clew and accordingly there 
were no new witnesses present when the in- 
quest was resumed Monday afternoon. 

Detective Allender is becoming quite fa- 
mous as an originator of strange theories 
in mysterious murder cases. 

Not long ago a woman was found dead in 
the McLean building on Fourth street. She 
had been choked to death and her neck was 
broken, Detective Allender worked on the 
case for a week, and not having found the 
murderer, reported to Chief Desmond that 
the woman whose neck was broken had 
died from a cancerous growth on her breast. 

Mrs. Cohen is considered a very impor- 
tant witness by Deputy. Heib. He believes 
that she knows considerably more about the 
mystery than she cares to tell, and also 
that Jacob Cohen, the father, did not tell 
all he knew when he made his statement at 
the Coroner’s office last Tuesday afternoon, 
Another witness that is to be examined is 
li-year-old Joe Cohen, eldest brother of the 
dead boy, who was at the house Menday 
night, the night that Abe disappeared.

AMERICANS AGAINST AMERICA. 


British statesmen justify the adherence 
of the British Government to the gold 
standard on the ground that, Great Brit- 
ain being a creditor nation, it would be 
folly to oonsent to any policy which 
would cheapen money. The dearer the 
money, the greater its rate of enhance- 
ment, the better for Great Britain. Mr. 
Gladstone, when Premier, frankly admit- 
ted that this was the ground of his re- 
fusal to join in any movement to rehabil- 
itate silver. 

But, poor as this justification is from 
the standpoint of ethics or that of the 
welfare of the British people as distin- 
guished from the British money-lenders, 
it js more than the gold monometallists 
of this country can plead. It is demon- 
strable that our gold men are working in 
the interest of Europe and against the 
interest of the United States. 

The amount of gold coin in the whole 
world is, in round numbers, $3,900,000,000. 
The interest on this entire sum, at 4 per 
cent, would amount to $152,000,000. But 
if we adhere to a gold standard, and all 
payments of interest and other indebt- 
edness of the United States to Europe 
are to be made in gold, it is estimated 
that we would have to send abroad $200,- 
000,000 yearly, which is $48,000,000 in ex- 
cess of the interest, at 4 per cent, on the 
whole world’s stock of gold. 

In the light of these facts, it is easy 
to understand how foreign speculators 
are enabled to manipulate our markets 80 
as to extract the fat, and how the for- 
eign financiers can corner gold, as far as 
we are concerned, and compel the Gov- 
ernment to borrow it at their terms,

CAR SERVICE FOR THE PARKS. 


The beautiful weather of yesterday af- 
forded an early test of the street car 
service given the people who visit the 
parks of this city Sunday, and to say 
it was wretchedly inadequate is simply 
telling the truth without prejudice. 

This was particularly true at Forest 
Park and of the Lindell railway. The 
Lindell, by reason of its advantageous 
terminus, carries more people than any 
other line to the park, except the Laclede 
avenue; but it has not yet appreciated 
the demands that are being made upon 
it, or done much toward meeting those 
demands. At 5 o’clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon it was packing its cars like 
sardines in a box, carrying from 100 to 
110 passengers on cars that seat 48 per- 
sons. Men, women and children were 
crushed together indiscriminately. 

At the same hour the road had four 
empty cars on a switch at the park, four 
more on a Taylor avenue switch, and 
four or five visible in the car sheds at 
Vandeventer avenue, with a large force 


of extra conductors and motormen idle at 


the Taylor avenue station. These may 
all have been utilized later, but they 
should have been in active service by 4 
o’clock. 

One expertence like that of yesterday 
afternoon on the Lindell line is enough 
to make thousands of people abandon 


Sunday visits to the park, and it will 


certainly have that result. All the street 
cars should make instant provision to 
serve the people with some degree of 
adequacy. a

The Mystery of Johanna I Logue’s Mur- 
der Is Solved. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 29.~The 
mystery of Johanna Logue’s murder has 
been solved and her nephew, Alphonso Cu- 
tdfer, Jr., the illegitimate son of one of 
James E. Logue’s alleged wives, Mary.

Jimmy” Logue, whose career as a burglar 
covers forty years, was after Mary Gahan’s 
death, married to her sister, Johanna Ga- 
han, in the dock in May, 1 when he was 
about to be sentenced to the penitentiary 
for seven years, In 1879, Logue and the wo- 
man made their home here over a barber 
shop, which Logue fitted up for Cutaier. 
Logue had previously through some means 
got $20,000 worth of Government bonds. One 
ay when Logue returned from a trip to 
New York and Boston, his wife was gone. 
Cutaler said she had mysteriously disap- 
a Logue thought she had eloped with 
eter Burns, but found at Burns had 
sailed for Europe by himself. This was in 
February, 1879. From that time until No- 
vember Logue and Peter Gahan, the wo- 
man’s brother, hunted assiduously for some 
trace of Mrs. Logue’s - whereabouts, but 
without avail. In November gue was 
sent to prison, emerging therefrom on 
April 22, 1893. Mrs. Logue’s skeleton was 
found in the barber shop building. Then 
Logue was not seen until the evening of 
March 5 last. That night a little gray-haired 
old man rang the door bell at Coroner Ash- 
bridge’s private residence and said Jimmy 
Logue had come to give himself up. The 
Coroner handed him over to the police 
under an assumed name and with Detective 
Geyer instituted a thorough investigation, 
which resulted a few days ago in the arrest 
of Cutaier. Cutaler has confessed that he 
caused the woman’s death and Logue is 
locked up as a State witness against him. 
At the time of her disappearance Mrs. 
Logue had $2,000 worth of jewelry and four 
$1,000 Government bonds on her person. 
These were all taken, Logue found that Cu- 
taier had sold to the Drexels for $1,045 one 
of seven $1,000 bonds which he (Logue) had 
hid under the floor, telling only Cutaier of 
their whereabouts. Following up this clew, 
Detective Geyer arrested Cutaier. Cutaier’s 
story as to the manner in which Mrs. Logue 
met her death is not generally credited. He 
says when she indicated that she was going 
to New York he said he’d go with her and 
to make sure that she would not go without 
him, he bound her hand and foot in bed. 
There she smothered. He buried her body 
under the house,

GOMEZ LANDS IN CUBA, 


The Famous Revolutionist Secretly Con- 
veyed to the Island. : 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

SANTIAGO, Cuba, April 20.—Maximo Go- 
mez, the famous soldier who took part in 
the last revolution in Cuba on the side of 
the Separatist, has landed in Cuba, Every 
available means had been taken by the 
Spanish authorities to prevent the fact be- 
coming known, but I am enabled to send 
the following exclusive account: 

The schooner Brothers, belonging to John 
Carl Bastian of Mathiewtown, on the island 
of Great Inagua, one of the Bahama groups, 
was sold March 3 to John Paloney of Monte 
Christi, on the Island of San Domingo, 
for $700. No bill of sale was issued. The 
schooner went to Cape Haytien. The Ger- 
man steamship Northstrand, which had re- 
cently discharged a cargo of hard pine 
lumber at Santiago, which she brought 
from Mobile, went to New York and took 
cargo for Cape Haytien. At the latter place 
arrangements were made with Gomes and 
the orthstrand went to Inagua. The 
Northstrand left Mathiewtown April II, 
and met the schooner Brothers somewhere 
between Cape Haytien and Cape Maysi. 
Gomez and party ere’ transferred from 
the Brothers to the Northstrand, which 
landed them at the mouth of the Joja 
River, thirty miles southwest from Cape 
Maysi.

THROWN ON HIS HEAD. 


August C. Stifel Killed While Driving 
With His Namily.
